This exhibit depicts all 45 stamps issued between May 12, 1937 and June 12, 1947. These stamps were 
printed for Newfoundland by Bradbury Wilkinson & Co., Perkins Bacon & Co. (renamed Perkins Bacon 
Ltd.), Waterlow & Sons and the Canadian Bank Note Company. 


Of particular interest are the progressive and final die proofs shown throughout the exhibit. The 
workmanship and artistry of the master engravers from Perkins Bacon particularly for the Long Coronation 
issue is exquisite while the rework by Warterlow & Sons for the last Resources die proofs is of the highest 
standard. The complete set of Waterlow & Sons Resources die proofs exhibited here may not have been 
seen in its entirety since Pratt donated his philatelic slides to the Collectors Club of Chicago. 


The efforts of the printers are also shown throughout the exhibit with various plate proofs, colour trials and 
colour proofs. The complete archived proof corners of the last Resources issue saved by Robson Lowe 
might be one of the few times it has been exhibited. These all are unique copies. 


Gummed imperf blocks and pairs and gummed imperf between horizontal or vertical pairs are relatively 
scarce and some are considered an error of separation. Perforation variations are shown, some of which 
are difficult to obtain. For example, the Long Coronation 14¢ comb perf is one of three known copies and 
the 7¢ comb perf 13.3x13.3 is the largest multiple known while the 3¢ postage due perf 9x9 has very few 
known examples. 


The postal usage and stationary used during this era is also depicted including properly rated, registered, 
censored and postal charges from addresses (postage dues). Cancellations include hand stamped, split 
circle, small circle, large circle and large double circle. These cancellations emanate from small town post 
offices around Newfoundland as well as St. John's sub-offices and travelling post offices (TPOs). 
Destinations include local, inland, Canada and the USA, Britain and the British Empire, foreign and include 
standard and airmail delivery. 


The information supporting this exhibit is due to a number of outstanding publications, including but not 
limited to the Essays and Proofs of British North America - Kenneth Minuse, the Newfoundland Specialized 
Stamp Catalogue - John Walsh and John Butt (the current catalogue includes numerous pictures from this 
exhibit in its pages) and The Last Stamps of Newfoundland - John Ayshford. Also, thanks are given to Mr. 
C.A. Stillions for his previous exhibits and notes and John Walsh for his support and advice.

In May 1941 the Perkins Bacon & Co. printing factory was destroyed by enemy aerial bombing. The dies 
and plates, for the previous 1932 Resources Issue were turned over to Waterlow & Sons. In some cases 
the original plates or dies were salvageable and used and in others new dies were made or the original dies 
re-engraved. The printing of the 1942 Resources Issue was done by Waterlow & Sons. According to Pratt 
there are only three complete sets of the 13 die proofs made and available for this issue. One of these sets 
is shown here including the 7¢ die of Princess Elizabeth which was proofed but not used. They are 
numbered 1-13 in red for easy identification. 


The one exception during the reign of GVI was the 48¢ Fishing Fleet of the 1932 Resources issue. This 
stamp wasn't issued until Jan 5, 1938 and was printed by Perkins Bacon. So both Perkins Bacon and 
Waterlow printings are depicted here. 


There were numerous printing runs within each denomination over the 9 years in order to supply 
Newfoundland with their requirements. The printers took proofs of these print runs to use as quality control 
and to keep as a record. These proofs were punched with small holes, large holes or a combination in 
order to indicate the material was for the archive. What is exhibited here came to the general philatelic 
marketplace via Robson Lowe. 


The primary Resources issue research resource is Ayshford's "The Last Stamps of Newfoundland" and the 
Jan 2021 and Jul 2021 Maple Leaves articles by Walsh and Moore. 


Ayshford provides a number and date for each official order. The archival material he reviewed has dates 
written along the bottom of the proof sheets indicating a date, number printed and number of pulls. This 
exhibit differentiates the order date from the print date as it is highly probable that the print date is what is 
written on the bottom of the proof vs the order date. Often these dates are in close proximity but 
sometimes they can be months apart. There is more printing detail shown on the 1¢ denomination but all 
printing run proofs for the entire Resources issue are exhibited here. 


Walsh and Moore have shown that the previous view of 'blitz perfs of Newfoundland’ is no longer accurate 
and that Perkins Bacon actually produced these stamps - not Waterlow & Sons.
